Japs and Russians Preparing For Great 
Rattle South of Mukden. 


St. Petersburg, NtJV. 0.—The Russian 
struggle to mass a aufficiefit number of 
troops under Ivouropatkin'a chief com* 
tuund to roll back Oyama’s armies is 
unprecedented in the history of the 
country. Reservists are moving forward 
the various centres of mobilization 
from every populated district west of 
the Urals. Ordinary trick cars have 
been converted into double-deck car¬ 
riages. in which the young soldiers are 
packed like sardines in a can, with ra¬ 
tions condensed and scanty, although 
adequate for the absolute needs of the 
men. Quantities of fu<k! are brought to 
the railway stations, but none of it can 
be taken along. 

Women and children who accompany 
their hsulmnds and fathers to the trains 
are frequently unable to find shelter 
while waiting their departure. They 
crowd the stations, streets and public 
squares, and would starve were it not 
for efforts of private charity. 

The general staff is aware that the 
preliminaries for an epoch-making bat¬ 
tle are well advanced at Mukden. It 
knows that, thanks to the great ability 
of Prince Khilkoff, the Russian forces 
have been strongly reinforced. It also 
knows that every -Jay is adding to the 
strength of the enemy, and that Oyama 
is fortifying a semi-eirde of strategic 
positions, blocking the bent roads to the 
south, and building up behind these posi¬ 
tions bases of supplies secondary only 
to the main continental bases of the 
Japanese at Dalny, Newchwang and 
Li a Yang.

The Area of Hostilities, 
j The country, however, has not altogether 
escaped anxieties. For the last* few days 
we have been face to face with an inci¬ 
dent which moved the people of this 
country as few other incidents have done. 

“The incident of October 21 *t in the 
North Sea was an attack on British citi¬ 
zens ami an affront to the British flag, 
of which, if intentional, I would rather 
I not contemplate tlie consequences. It 
was a deplorable and unaccountable 
blunder, but I am bound to add that re- 
i cent evidence lias satisfied the British 
I government that flic Russian govern- 
[ tnent believed the facts were different 
I from what we supposed, and that each 
party was convinced of the justice of Its 
own cause. Great Britain has adopted 
the only course in referring the matter to 
an independent and impartial tribunal, 
ami we found no difficulty in arriving at 
the principal questions, nor in deciding 
what the terms for their reference under 
Tlie Hngue convention were such as we 
could accept.” 

After detailing what would be tlie pro¬ 
cedure of tlie court Lord Lansdowne re¬ 
ferred to tlie smallness of the number of 
Russian officer* left at Vigo, and said: 
“It was not iur us to assume the re¬ 
sponsibility for the selection of the offi¬ 
cers. That rested with Russia and it 
would be a great mistake to relieve her 
of the responsibility.” 

The foreign secretary added that the 
government had received distinct assur¬ 
ance during the last day or two that the 
Russian officers detained were those 
who were 

Directly Implicated 

ami if the inquiry showed that others 
were culpable they also would be pun¬ 
ished. 

He had received full expression of 
regret, a promise of ample compensation 
iywl a guarantee against a recurrence, 
with security for all neutral commerce 
and promise of the punishment of the 
guilty pcrMons. Was it possible to se¬ 
cure more? 

Continuing, Lord Lansdowne referred 
fo other questions which have arisen dur¬ 
ing the war. especially that of contra¬ 
band, which had been largely cleared up, 
and since July there had been no case 
of seizing a British ship by Russian ves-

The Defeat of Democrats. 

Lincoln. Neb., Nov. 9.—W. J. Bryan 
to-night gave out an extended statement 
concerning yesterday's elections. 

"The Democratic party has met with 
on overwhelming defeat,” he says. “The 
question* for consideration at this time 
are what of the future? The defeat of 
Judge Barker should not be considered 
a personal one. He did as well as he 
could under the circumstances; he was 
a victim of unfavorable conditions aud 
of a mistaken party policy.” 

Mr. Bryan then declared that Judge 
Parker had the support of the interests 
lhat had bolted in 1890 because of the 
attitude of tho party on the money ques¬ 
tion. 

"The reorganization will be in com¬ 
plete control. We cannot be blamed for 
the enmgaign was rim on n gold basis. 
Neither can the defeat be charged to an 
emphatic condemnation of the trusts, for 
the trusts were not assailed ns vigorous¬ 
ly this year as they were four years 
ago. It is evident that tho campaign 
did not turn upon the question of im¬ 
perialism, and it Is not fair to consider 
tho result os a personal victory for the 
President, although his administration 
was the subject of criticism. 

“The result was due to the fact that 1 
the Democrats attempted to be conserva¬ 
tive in the presence of conditions which 
demanded radical remedies. It sounded 
a partial retreat when it should have or¬ 
dered a charge all along the line.” 

May Go to New York. 

Esopus, Nov. 9.—Judge Parker to¬ 
night gave to the press an open letter 
addressed “to the Democracy of the 
Nation," in which he thanked those in 
charge of his campaign work, and de¬ 
clared that the people will soon realize 
that “the tariff fed trusts are absorbing 
tho wealth of the nation.” He said that 
when that time comes the people will 
turn to the Democratic party for relief. 

Judge Parker said to-night his plans 
are not definitely made, but that he 
would soon be in harness again.

London. Nov. 9.—At the Lord Mayor's 
banquet at the Guildhall to-night. For¬ 
eign Secretary Lansdowne, in the ab¬ 
sence of Premier Balfour, who, by the 
advice of his physician, i* still resting 
his injured leg. was the principal speaker. 
Hie 250 guests included the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, the members of tlie cab¬ 
inet, the foreign representatives, mem¬ 
bers of parliament and other prominent 
persons. After the usual loyal toasts, 
War Secretary Arnold-Foster, replying 
for the imperial forces said it was the 
determination of the army council not to 
rest tttltil the British army was ready to 
enter the field at any time with absolute 
confidence in success. 

Lord Lansdowne, replying to His 
Majes ty’s ministers, referred to the un¬ 
fortunate absence of Mr. Balfour, who 
, in spit'e of his illness had not censed to 
actively participate iu the affairs of the 
conn try. 

Lord Lansdowne made a strong plea 
for peace and arbitration on behalf of 
the British government. Lord Lnns- 
downe pointed out to a large and rather 
unsympathetic audience that arbitration 
was the only way iu which the North 
Sea friction with Russian could have 
been equitably settled, and almost in the 
*ame breath drew a vivid picture of the 
horrors of the struggle now progressing 
in the Far East'. 

Between the line of every reference the 
foreign minister made to the Russo- 
Japanese war was an urgent plea, 
amounting almost to a demand, that it 
might be 

Settled by Arbitration. 

If was a carefully prepared statement be¬ 
fore what is considered the most repre¬ 
sentative gathering oY leading men of 
Great Britain. As such it was gener¬ 
ally interpreted os n bolder bid for inter¬ 
vention than has yet emanated from any 
neatral power. America was written 
largely in his speech, for which. Great 
Britain hn* been waiting many days. 

Tlie foreign minister prefaced all his 
remarks by saying that the great states¬ 
man, John Hay, recently remarked that 
“war was the most futile ami fallacious 
of human follies.” 

Then came an impassioned review of 
the North Hen affair. Although Lord i 
Lansdowne was unable to announce the 
aligning of the convention, he emphati¬ 
cally confirmed statements made in these 
alispatches, namely, that Great Britnin 
bas found “no difficulty in arriving at 
a solution in principle of the dispute."

Proposal to Spend More Than Forty 
Million Dollars on New Warships. 

Washington, Nov. 9.—Three battle- 
ships, five scout cruisers, six torpedo 
boat destroyers, six torpedo boats and 
two squadron colliers at an aggregate 
maximum cost of $41,300,000 is the 
building programme which the United 
States has recommended to the socretary 
of the navy to urge congress to author¬ 
ize at Its next sitting. The board sug¬ 
gests that tlie new battleships shall be 
of tho general type of the Connecticut 
class. This would give the navy nine 
first-class battleships of 10,000 tons dis¬ 
placement each. 

The hoard estimates that the com¬ 
plete cost of each battleship when ready 
for sen will not exceed $8,000,000, mak¬ 
ing a total of $24,000,000 recommended 
for this.

Thirty'of the shipwrecked crew 
have arrived at Yokohama, where they 
were turned over to the British consul. 
It appears, says th^ Tokio Asuhi, that 
Rince the loss of their ship the crew had 
sheltered themselves on the coast of the 
Kamtohatku peninsula, where they were 
later discovered by the British sloop 
Algerine, which was cruising in those 
waters for the purpose of protecting the 
seal fisheries there, the rescued men be¬ 
ing subsequently taken ta Hakodate. It 
is saul that the unfortunate men were 
compelled to subsist on fish alone dur¬ 
ing their stay on the Kamtchatka coast.

The fact that the Czar has just made 
a little contribution of $100,000,000 from 
his private* purse to the Russian war 
fund reminds us that Mr. Rockefeller 
is not the only rich man in the world. 
There are n few others, aud there Is 
hardly a doubt that the Russian monarch 
overtop* the Standard Oil emperor not 
only as the first of the autocrats, but as 
the first of plutocrats. 

Most royalties are very small potatoes 
financially compared with any one of sev¬ 
eral Americau millionaires. Mr. Rocke¬ 
feller could put all the sovereigns of 
Europe, except the Osar, on his payroll 
at their present w*ifges without depriving 
himself of a single bowl of crackers and 
milk or ever lacking a quarter to drop 
into the contribution box on Sunday. He 
could pay the salary of King Edward or 
the Kaiser for a year out of a mouth's 
income, and have something left for car¬ 
fare. 

But the Russian Emperor is in a dif¬ 
ferent class. In fhe imperial budget the 
allowance for his household is figured 
at the meagre rate of about $8,000,000 
a year, but that is merely the beginning 
of his resources. lie owns a great part 
of Russia as his private property—mines, 
forests and illimitable stretches of arable 
lapds. In European Russia alone the 
strictly private domains of the imperial 
family are as large as Indiana. The 
state owns twenty times ns much more, 
and the Czar is the state. In 8iberia the 
Imperial resources are sfill more opnleut. 
Most of the rich mines of gold, platinum 
and precious stones are worked for the 
benefit of the Czar nnd his family. 

But beyond nil this, the Emperor is the 
absolute master of the national treasury 
nnd all its varied sources of income. In 
England the King talks in bis speeches 
of ‘‘my army,” "my navy" and "my ex¬ 
chequer." but all this is understood 
a legal fiction. Everything is Regulated 
by parliament, and the King cannot t'uch 
a penny that is not appropriated to his 
nse. But in Russia the Czar can speak 
of "my army” and "my navy” in literal

Mr. I>ea«y thou cl atoned that under the 
net anyone who lived with a band of In¬ 
dians and adopted their customs wns con¬ 
sidered an Indian. He went even further 
and contended that anyone living on an In¬ 
dian reserve likewise came under the act. 

“But there an* white people living on 
reservations, paying rent for <tbelr land. 
They are not deemed Indians,” Mr. Morphy 
Interjected. Counsel also drew the magis¬ 
trate’s attention to the caoe of Regina vs. 
Mellon, In which the defendant was charg¬ 
ed with selling liquor to a half-breed, who. 
Kke Jones, spoke good English. The rase 
w'aw dismissed, although the man wo* what 
wns known as a treaty Indian. 

The magistrate ruled that under the act 
a half-breed could not be descrltied as an 
hidian unless be got his Iudlsn blood 
from hla father. Irrespective of the fact 
that he lived with Indians. In this rase 
Jones had sworn' that he was a tuvlf- 
breed, that lulu father was white, and that 
the latter was 'lend. To prove otherwise 
Mr. Deasy would cm counter a formidable 
He dismissed the rase. 

It l» a grenf pity for the sake of Jones'* | 
pocket that he didn't raise this point 
yesterday when he was charged aa an In- j 
dlnn in possession of an hvtoxknnt. Hod 
he done so he wouldn’t hare been convict- 1 
od and he would now be twenty-five or I 
twenty-six dollar* to the good.
